JEWISH VICTIMS. 


THE dastardly act of the Germans has taken a considerable tol! 
of Jewish life. Among the lost are at least a dozen Jews, including 
‘that distinguished ornament of the theatrical profession, CHARLES 
FROHMAN, and CHARLES KLEIN, who, as collaborator in ‘the play of 
Potash and Perlmutter,” had moved thousands of his fellow beings 
to healthy laughter; while some London Jews also figure in the 
melancholy list. From the front, too, this week there comes a big 
batch of Jewish casualties. Two officers—Lieuts. HyYAMs and 
NX AHN—have given noble young lives to the great cause. Two more— 
Lieut. A, F. JOSEPH and Second:Lieut. R. A. RAPHAEL—are reported 
wounded. Among those of lesser rank are as many as six members 
of the Canadian contingent—a noteworthy testimony to thé patriotism 
of the colonial Jew—and men of London and provincial regiments. 
The deepest sympathy will go out to the relatives of all who have 
‘uffered. But it is a pride and a consolation to them to know that their 
dear ones have been injured, or have fallen, in a great and sacred 
cause. By their sacrifice is the good name of their people vindicated. 


THE “ TIMES” AND JEWS. 

WE have observed with considerable concern and surprise the 
frequency with which the Times has, during the last few days, 
permitted the name of Jew to be dragged into its columns, usually in 


In the course of its quarrel—a very just 
quarrel in our view—with Herr BALLIN it thought it necessary to

The surest way to 
stimulate misdirected violence is to insist day in and day out upon 
the allegation that certain elements against which we have to hight 
just now are of Jewish origin. But we hardly look to.a journal of the 
of this description. We do not believe that riots even against undoubted 
Germans do the cause we all have deeply at heart the least good. They 
do but merely tar us with some of the odium which it is to Our 
interest to preserve as a German monopoly without influencing in the 
least the military decision. On the other hand they stir up animosities 
which no true friend of Britain would care to see in existence, and 
offer a new and distressing justification for all the excesses which the 
worst minds in Russia or elsewhere have, in the past, planned against 
Jewish citizens. 
A NECESSARY DISCRIMINATION, 

WE would only add that it may be necessary for the State to 
carry out the internment policy on a far larger scale than has 
hitherto been deemed expedient, and if the authorities should 
decide that such steps should be taken, every loyal citizen 
will support them to the utmost of his power. But even here 
we may hope that policy will be tempered with justice and dis- 
cretion, and that naturalised Englishmen, against whom no breath of 
suspicion exists, will not be swept without rhyme, reason, or mercy 
‘nto the internment net. After all, naturalisation confers British 
citizenship, and to repudiate it now is merely to rank Britain with the 
law-breaking States against which she is making war, and to brand 
her with the stigma of disrespect for moral obligations against which 
she has so justly and nobly taken up arms.

VERY encouraging is the report of the Herzl-Moser Jewish 
Hospital in Leeds. In spite of the war its finances hajre improved so 
materially that its debit balance at the bank has been converted into 
a substantial balance in its favour. In-patients, too, have increased 
materially and have reached record numbers. Crowning satisfaction 
of all, the Hospital was able to offer its ground floor to the 
British Red Cross Society for the use of wounded soldiers, and 
the offer was accepted. This is assuredly a most excellent report for 
a Jewish hospital to be able to give, and perhaps it may, not 
be without its influence on the “Old Guard” who still keep 
up a desultory fire upon the proposal to establish a similar insti- 
tution in London, for it shows that a Jewish community in this 
country can not only establish a Jewish hospital but keep it 
going successfully. We hope very much that the Herzl-Moser 
institution will soon obtain the large and better accommodation of 
which it is in need, for the better its opportunities the more creditable 
will be the achievement. Elsewhere, the record of the week isa mixed 
one. The Hebrew Educational Aid and Clothing Society of 
Birmingham has found its income seriously affected by the war, and 
we are sorry to see that the appeal of the Manchester Home for Aged 
and Needy: Jews has met with a poor response. @n the other hand, 
the Jewish Benevolent Lending Society of Leeds is able to record a 
financial gain on the year’s working. Clearly the war, for all its 
power of absorption, has left a fair residuum of labour and enthusiasm 
for our various institutions—those institutions which, after all, will 
remain with us when the war will be only a dark, if triumphant, 
memory. There are still trying times ahead, but we hope that our 
community, whilst concentrating on the war, will also never forget “the 
day after.”

WHAT OF Day SCHOOLS? 


TO THE EDITOR.—From the Rey. L. 
Cricklewood. N.W.

Sir,—I have read with interest the able sermon delivered by the Rev. V. 
Simmons referring to the religious position of Jewish boys at our Public Schools. 
He evidently alludes to those public schools where boys, in addition to their 
scholastic education, are also resident. In these there may be but a few Jewish 
boys, but what of our large Day Schools, such as the Haberdashers, University 
College, and the’ Polytechnic ? 

At the Haberdashers alone, I am given to understand there are over one 
hundred Jewish boys. It is a myth to think these boys are receiving private 
Hebrew tuition at home. There may be a few such cases, and only afew. Some 
years ago, in an interview I had with the late Headmaster, I asked if it were 
possible to introduce Hebrew and religion in the curriculum (in view of the large 
number of Jewish pupils), if only for two or three hours per week. His reply 
was: “Why should we? The parents are fully aware this is a Christian school 
and in all the years I have been here it has never even been suggested to me that 
it would afford them satisfaction if Hebrew were introduced.” He added how- 
ever, that if a requisition were sent to the Board of Governors they would no 
doubt, give the matter their consideration, and as far as he was concerned he 
would certainly give his support. Since then there is a new Master at the school : 
at the same time the number of Jewish boys has increased. I do nof know the 
present Master personally, but am confident he would act as his predecessor. 

It is.a matter for the parents themselves, and I firmly believe if they exhibited

Mr. CHARLES FROHMAN (Theatrical Manager). 


Mr. Charles Frohman was born at Sandusky, Ohio, on June 17th, 1860. \\ 
twelve years of age he went to New York to join his elder brother, Mr. Dan 
Frohman (the manager), then a reporter on the New York Tribune, and became 
night clerk on the paper, at the same time attending a school by day, which 
him three hours for sleep. At fourteen he joined his brother in the advert: 
department of the New York Daily Graphic, his nightwork being selling ti 
in the box-office of Hooley’s Theatre, Brooklyn. » At seventeen he had charg 
the Chicago Comedy Company, and, later, organised the Haverly Mas: 
Minstreis, which in 1878 he brought to England, where they toured succe: 
for several months. In 1879, after assisting his brother in the manageme: 
the Madison Square Theatre, he took to conducting some tours, mostly unsucc« 
At Boston in 1888 he happened to be present at the first night of Bro 
Howard's “Shenandoah,” and forming a syndicate, to which he contributed 
work, produced the play as a spectacular piece at-the Star, New York.

The festival of freedom and the 
festival that commemorated the long desert-march which our people had to 
endure before they could become a people, perpetuate facts'‘in Israel's 
history that are world-wide in importance and application. 
endurance for the sake of freedom are precious ideals which all mankind 
cherishes, and the Jew by his festival maintains an ideal, without which the 


world would be the poorer. 
8 tn middle festival of Pentecost has perhaps an ‘even deeper signi 
cance. Pentecost holds enveloped in its memories, ensconced in its 
traditions a principle, an idea, an ideal than which there can be 
precious for the whole of mankind. That the Jew was chosen as a medium 
for conveying the principle, the idea, the ideal, must be one of the 
proudest recollections in all the proud armoury of Jewish tradition. 
The fact that the Pentecost has attached to it the promulgation of Law 
inarks it as perhaps the most important aspect, from the world view, of all 
Jewish celebrations. The Rabbis have been prolific in the analogies and 
the legends which they have woven round the Pentecost. They have, by 
their ingenious fining concerning the festival, shown how freedom—surely 
man’s choicést gift where freedom is obtainable—would not have been 
possible, even. as an idea or an ideal, without law. But a little thought wil] 
show the extent of the broad and deep stream of irrefragable verity that 
underlies the view which the Rabbis took of the importance of the Pentecost 
as a commemoration of the giving of law to mankind. For law is the anti- 
thesis not alone of illegality but it is a diametrical opposite of chaos 
in which the brute force of mankind is unrestrained, his passions uncurbed, 
and man’s desires unrestricted. Except for law, man’s will to accom- 
plish, man’s will to do, whether it be evil or good, knows no brake. Con- 
science, the sense of right or wrong, the nice following of the amenities that 
should subsist between man and man, are the direct product of law. That 
there was a law restraining and curbing mankind before the Mosaic code 
there is of course not the remotest doubt. But what placed the Mosaic 
code in the forefront of the supports upon which the foundations of society 
rest was that it was based upon humanity and human sympathy, upon 
justice and upon right.

HE times on which Pentecost has revolved in our people’s calendar 

- must be numerous. There are occasions when the Pentecost- has 
brought a message of peculiar urgency to the Jewish people. There are 
times when the celebration has brought with it admonition, warning ; when 
it has set before Jews the alternatives of life and death both as a people 
and as individuals. For there have been times not a few, periods in .our 
history more than one, when our people, both as people and individuals, 
have strayed far away from the principles upon which the Mosaic Law is 
founded. They have harked back ‘to the régime which preceded it, or have 
rejected any thought of law in their relations one to another and 
with their non-Jewish fellow-men. It is doubtful, however, whether 
in all the long years since the Pentecostal feast has had _ given 
to it the meaning and the importance of a festival of law, it has fallen in a 
period more needing the adjuration and the appeal of law than that of the 
celebration this year. The “ Rake’s Progress,” as someone has called the 
course of conduct which Germany has pursued since the beginning of the 
War, has induced many to ask: What is the matter with the German 
people? It does not answer the question if we say that for years— 
for a whole generation—they have been brought up to ideals and 
ideas, blatant, evil, cruel and relentless, regarding no restraint as avail- 
able for limiting the desire and the aspiration of the German nation. 
It is worth noticing that this unrestrained course of conduct which they 
adopted as a matter of policy is curiously at apparent variance with 
the docility of the average German under the rules and regulations and 
laws of the German Goverment. But the fact goes largely to prove our 
case, The absence of law means, as the Rabbis put it, “the absence of 
freedom”; and as Germany has flouted before the world all regard for the 
law of nations, for the international amenities that should regulate the 
affairs of people and people, so the German nation has yielded up its own 
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freedom to the crushing of the jackboot of military organisation, There is 
no need to say much concerning the latest exploit of Germany in 
defiance of law. The sinking of the Lusitania is a crime beyond 
words, beyond denunciation, beyond thinking about. But if we watch 
what, as I have mentioned, has been called the “ Rake’s Progress" of 
German disregard of law in the carrying on of the present contest, almos;

He continued his Talmudic and Rabbinic studies under his 
father, and made such remarkable progress that a few years afterwards he ‘was 
able to carry on for some time a learned correspondence in certain’ profound 
Halachic themes with so eminent an authority as the late Kabbi Joseph Schlupper,- 
Chief Rabbi of Slonim. Entering the Northern Institute in 1904, he matriculated 
in the First Division at London University in july, 1905. tle contin ay" his 
secular studies at the University in Leeds, and grad uated in due course as B.A, at 
London University in ancient and modern languages and pure mathematics. In 
April, 1910, Dr. Herzog obtained Sencha with high distinction from the wel! 
known Gaon, “the Ridvas.” Having obtained the M.A. degree, London, 
Semitics (Group 1 of the Syllabus) in July, 1912—tis thesis being on Semiic/tat 
Kedoshim—Dr. Herzog’s academic career was crowned by. the conferment upon 
him in July, 1914, by the Senate of London University, of the much coveted 
degree of Doctor of Literature for his work on Semitic Porphyrology. For the 
past three years Dr. Herzog has acted as assistant Rabbi to his father in Paris, 
and has collaborated with M. Schwab at the Bibliothéque Nationale.

THE CONFERENCE OF THE EXCHANGES.

PETROGRAD. 
The Conference of Exchanges 


eld at Petrograd has proved another triumph 
for the Jewish cause in Russia 


The proceedings opened with the election of a 
coreligionist, M. Feldman, as Chairman of the grain section of the Conference. 
By huge majorities the Conference expressed its opposition to the difficulties set up 
for Jews in commerce, which, in the opinion of experts, assisted the Germans 
before the war to obtain a strong footing in Russian commercial operations. The 
Conference expressed the desire that the enterprising Jews should be given in 
Russia the freedom’ which enabled them to make Leipsic a great centre of the fur 
trade, that Jewish commercial travellers should have the right to go outside the 
Pale, that Jews should not be restricted in joint stock companies, and that all 
technical schools should be open to them. Strange to add, just after the decision 
of the Conference the new Minister of Commerce (who also addressed the gathering) 
ordered that the norm for Jews in all technical schools should be strictly observed 
although the Minister of Education, Count Ignatieff, in his own sphere of influence, 
found it possible to make two further concessions to Jews, namely that Jews once 
admitted to a University should be allowed to enter any Faculty they desired without 
reference to the number of Jews in it, and also that his order abolishing the ballot 
system for Jews passing to the upper classes (from the preparatory) issued for 
Kieff should apply to all secondary schools in the Empire.

A terrible catastrophe has befallen our coreligionists at Resitza (Witebsk). 
Through the sudden overflow of the river many buildings were flooded, In the 
Home for Aged Jews nine persons were drowned, and in one house eight Jewish 
children perished. Altogether, forty-three persons, the majority of whom were 
Jews, were drowned. The losses caused by the flood amount to 150,000 roubles. 


CO-OPERATIVE KOSHER RESTAURANTS IN’ ITALY. 


Our Italian coreligionists appear satisfactorily to have solved the question of 
the provision of wholesome kosher meals on the co-operative'principle. A Society 
formed to that end has opened restaurants at Milan and Turin, which have been a 
great financial success. By means of the accrued profits the Society has already 


een enabled to pay off the entire sum raised for the erection of the restaurants.

A special service in memory of Lord Rothschild was held in the Pretoria 
Synagogue recently. The Rev. Lewis Phillips, J.P., in the course of an eloquent 
sermon, said, inter alia, that Lord Rothschild's life had been a long record of 
devoted and faithful service to the ideals of Judaism. His untiring benevolence, 
which was by no means confined to the wants of the Jewish people, the liberal 
support he gave to all deserving organisations—irrespective of sect or denomina-

The CHAIRMAN (Councillor Morris Streimer, M.I.H.) spoke of the 
frightful suffering still prevalent in Brody. He quoted from a letter to a London 
Brodyan: “If you hear that any one of us is dead you will understand that it is 
due to hunger.” He remarked that we cannot at present know to what extent 
Brody has suffered and is suffering. That knowledge will come later on. For 
instance the story of a Jewish girl who, at the time of the Prussian entry into Brody, 
fired at a Russian officer from a balcony, seemingly actuated by patriotic motives, 
is seen in a different light when we know, on the authority of the Editor of the 
American Vorwdrts, who has been visiting Brody, that the girl, with others, had 
been ‘denounced by a Pole, and died in the defence of her honour. In conclusion 
Mr. Stteimer said that the amount raised was about £130, and he appealed that 
this should be increased to £200 and sent to Brody without delay. Mr. Emil 
Nelken, im English, and Mr. Victor Shapira, in Yiddish, moved the following reso- 
lution: “That this meeting having heard of the destitution and privation of the 
inhabitants of Brody expresses its deep sorrow and sympathy with their friends and 
relations in their native town, and also wishes that every effort be made to increase 
the contributions to £200, and to send this to Brody as soon as possible.” The 
speeches in support of the resoiution were heartrendingly pathetic. When Mr 
Mirsky, manager of the Judische Welt, who seconded, referred to the victims, 
and the Jewish girl who preferred death to dishonour, the whole meeting stood 
up with bowed heads and tear-stained faces. There were many other speakers 
among them Mr. S. Segall and Mr. j. Nelken. The collection amounted to £12.

well against the Turks in Caucasia, distinguishing himself, receiving the St 

George's Cross—he got wounded, lost a leg, and on being set free as an invalid 
from the hospital in Rostoff on Don, he was told by the officials togo to the place 
of his birth, which happened to be Kielce. “I can't,” said the soldier,” ‘* the 
town is in German hands.” “ You must,” answered the authorities, and what the 
poor fellow is doing now God only knows. A relaxation of police pressure on the 
Jews is a direct duty of the Russian Government at the present moment, and the 
assurance of the past shows them that the relaxation would be more than gratefully 
received. In the reign of Alexander II. the Jewish questien in Russia was as acute as 
it is now, but the police circulars were fewer in number and the police official's 
were not so zealous to press heavily on the Jews, and asa nett result even up ti!) 
now, in the houses of the poorest of the Jewish community, the portrait of 
Alexander II. may be found in the most honoured place in the house 

Now, passing to the Jewish communities abroad in Europe and America, they 
must form a definite opinion on which side in this gigantic War they stand—on the 
side of Russia or Germany. Once that question is decided the line of statesman- 
ship can be easily found, and we have to remind them that the war_is fought for 
the principle of freedom on the part of Russia and her allies, and for the princip\¢ 
of domination on the part of Germany and her ally. If the Jews decide to stand 
by Russia and her allies, let them do their best to help them. If, on the other 
hand, their decision brings them into union with Germany, we shall know then 
that we have got one more enemy to fight. An attitude of expectancy, sitting 02 
the fence trying to accommodate both sides, would be, and is, worse than open 
hostility.

DR. HOCKMAN TO TEACH FORMAL SIDE OF HOMILETICS. 


A meeting of the Council of Jews’ College was held on Wednesday at 
‘geen Square House, There were present :— 
Mr. JOSHUA M. L&vy, Chairman, who presided, the Chief Rabbi, Dayan Chaikin. 
yan Feldman, the Rev. A. A. Green, Drs. L. D. Barnett, C. Duschinsky and Jj. 
snowman, and Messrs, F. D. Benjamin, James Castello, Neville D Cohen, A. E. 
ranklin, and A. Kahn, The Principal, Dr. A. Biichler, was in attendance. 
The Cuter Rabel presented the report of the Committee on the teaching of 
(omiletics. He said: The Sub-Committee, consisting of the olerical members of 
‘ye Council, which was appointed on July 2lst, 1914, to consider the question of 
lomiletios, has, among other things, decided to recommend that a lecturer be 
»pointed to teach the formal side of Homiletics or the technique of sermon-pre- 
ration, such course to be obligatory for the students to take. 
is unanimously adopted by the Council on December 16th, 1914. . It 
ull remained for that same Sub-Committee to select the man who was 
fill this newly-created post. This was not rendered easier by the request 
of the Council on January 20th, 1915, whether in view of the financial position of 
ine College, it was not possible to obtain the additional instruction recommended 
without the incurring of any expense to the College. Nothing daunted, the 
Sub-Committee had two meetings—on March 8th and the second on March 18th 
\t the latter there were present the Principal, Dayanim Chaikin, Feldman, and 
Lazarus, and the Revs. A. A. Green, D. B. Mesquita, and myself. At both 
meetings the dominant feeling was that we should present to the Council a resolu- 
ton which should have the undivided support of the Committee. Naturally, every 
phase of the problem was carefully and exhaustively considered, and I am happy 
io state that we have arrived at such a decision. The Sub-Committee, consisting 
of the clerical members of your Council, including the Principal, recommend that 
the Rev. Dr. Joseph Hockman be appointed bon. lecturer for that post. Dr. 
Daiches is thus the salaried teacher of Midrash and other Hebrew literature for 
specific use in Homiletics; and, should you adopt this report, Dr. Hockman 
becomes the teacher of the formal side. 
The CuigF Rape moved and the Rev. A. A. GREEN seconded- the adoption 
of the report, which was carried by eight votes for, to one against.

Jewish Religious Education Board. 


Owing to lack of money the activities of the Jewish Religious Education Board 
were curtailed last year, and the new developments, says the annual report, have 
been on an exceptionally small scale. 

One of the most important matters referred to in the report.is the formation 
of a Central Consultative Committee, with a view to the co-ordination of the 
Jewish religious education of the metropolis. “‘ Although a purely advisory body 
:t will .be able, by reason of its representative character, to bring into line the 
jewish religious educational institutions in London.” The Supervision Com- 
mittee also state that “tlre momentous question of systematic inspection of classes 
and the appointment of a director of education ” will form important items in the 
programme of the Council. 

The latter Committee have again been compelled to limit their visits of 
inspection to those Hebrew and Religion Classes subventioned by the Board. 

The average number of pupils on the roll in the Board's classes last year 
was 7,007, and the average attendance 6,206. 
and-6,260 in the previous year. The total number of pupils on the rolls of the 
various classes subventioned by the Board is 1,693. The expenditure on the 
Board's classes was £4,144, and the subventions amounted to 4182. The attend 
ance at the Sabbath Classes was 31,211, as against 24,589 in the previous year. 
buring the year 1913-14, 29 students were in-training under the auspices of the 
Teachers’ Training Committee. The question of making grants in aid to all appli- 
cants is becoming increasingly dificult. Except in very’ hard and urgent cases no 
new application for grants can be considered in 1915. 

Referring to the last festival dinner, the report points out that the amonnt 
placed by the community at the disposal of the Board will barely suffice for the 
work in which it is at present engaged, and all extensions must be postponed. As 
time goes on, the need for the opening of new classes in outlying districts becomes 
more urgent. In the districts of East Ham and West Ham this need is acute.

A JEWISH SURVIVOR'S NARRATIVE. 

Monsieur Samuel Abramowitz, of 34, Rue St. Anne, Paris, thus describes the 
tragedy (in the Daily Chronicle) :— 

We had a beautiful fine trip, and the day before we came near the British coast the

mze star); he was Assistant Military Secretary to the Commander-in-Chief 
o Ireland; Commissioner of Police of Cork, Kerry, Clare, and Limerick ; 
Assistant Adjutant-General R.A. Army Headquarters; Inspector-General 
of the Auxillary Forces (190+-6); President of the Salon: Chairman of the 
Alliance Franco-Brittanique ; decorated for civil and military services in 
Ireland (civ. and mil. C.B.). His publications include “ The Retreat from 
Moscow Passage of the Beresina,”’ From Weissenberg to Sedan,” 
“ Sixty Years of a Soldier's Life ". (1912). 

What are your views on the Jew as a fighting man? 

" Jews,” said Sir Alfred, “ vary in their military skill according to the 
countries they live in, It other words, their fighting propensities are 
mowed by the partictilar system or machine that they happen to have come 
under, The Russian Jew makes a superior soldier, for he is quick, keen- 
witted and of higher intelligence than the normal Russian of the same class. 
Hle has distinguished himself for exemplary heroism in times of acute 
danger. Tl or-the first time he has been decorated on the field of battle 
and promoted to the position of officer. Let us hope that Russia's more 
generous treatment of the Jew will be continued after the War, and that he 
will occupy his station within the State on an equal footing with that of any 
other member of it. 

’ The British Jews are some of the best soldiers we have. It is no 
wonder that the Jew proves such a good fighter, for he has been fighting in 
all ages and in all climes since time immemorial. It is well recognised by 
the world at large that Judas Maccabeus and his noble race of Hasmoneans 
did marvels, worked miracles. The fires of the Maccabees burned through 
all your people’s chequered history, not only on the battlefield but also at 
the stake. The qualities of courage and bravery were needed at the rack 
and Auto da Fé as well as at war. To have lived through all those things 
reqcired some grit and pluck. I noticed thatin the last Boer War there 
were some 1,200 Jews engaged in the fighting, which number was a very 
high percentage of the Jewish population in the British Isles. Now I under- 
stand from the figures of the Rev. Michael Adler—the Jewish Chaplain to the 
forces at the Front—that we have over 11,000 Jews in the ranks, which is a 
remarkable testimony to the loyalty of the Jew, who finds a free and fair 
feld for his activities in this country.” 

What do you think of Jewish recruiting ? 

“The numbers are beyond our expectations, though more will be 
needed. I was present the other day at a Jewish recruiting meeting, The 
place was overcrowded with the young and old from the ghetto. The 
enthusiasm and loyalty displayed for this country was most touching and 
pathetic. Lord Kitchener, you know, was not clear as to the utility of a 
special Jewish battalion; he rather favoured the posting of Jews in separate 
uuits, or, if sufficient numbers could be found, the forming of a whole Jewish 
unit by itself. Many and varied were the opinions expressed at this meeting, 
the majority being in favour of a ‘Ghetto’ battalion. The Jewish Chaplain 
thought that the Jews should bé‘tonsidecred like the rest of the Britishers, 
and should not come in for any special or separate treatment. Still, there 
is a good deal to be said for a specifically Jewish battalion, as it would show 
up best in rivalrywith other battalions. The Jewish force is lost in being 
scattered in the huge armies of modern warfare: The ‘Pals’ idea has 
caught on. We have an artists’ battalion, a sportsmen's battalion, a foot- 
ballers’ battalion—even the Loadon Welsh and the London Scottish have 
theirs, why not the London Jewish ?” By

I attended the Chanucah Service which was held some mo 
ago, at the Great Synagogue in Dike Street, for Jewish soldiers and sa 
serving in His Majesty's Army and Navy. There also I could not help b: 
impressed with the intelligence of the faces and the smartness of the att 
Then the text from Isaiah came to me, ‘In quietness and confidence 
be your strength,’ which, practised by the Britisher, makes him as met 
as the German is brutish, whois ever ready to take advantage of B: 
mercy but never willing to copy it. This quality of mercy the British | 
shares equally well with his countrymen.” 

How are the relationships between the Jewish and Christian soldie:

In fact, I have strong hopes of an improveme 
in their lot, though all possibilities are buried in the womb of the future 
but one thing remains certain, that this great war, which is welding so many 
different classes and races together with determination to destroy th 
infamous power of Germany, will bring a benefit to all civilised countries 
of which Germany cannot be considered as one. 

“I -have come across several Jews,” continued Major Turner. “So: 
had English names, but their features and cast of countenance reveal 
their true origin. The best and bravest Jewish soldier I ever k 
late Col. Goldsmid, who was a very old friend of mine. He was devoted : 

nly to the welfare of his own corcligionists, but he was also an exce 
conscientious officer and a British. patriot—true as true. He it was w':. 
founded the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, which I used to inspect year by year «: 
to which I alluded befere as being very good. I am glad I was able to g 
some personal help to a large number of young Jews in recommending tl 
for commissions. I had scrutinised them very carefully, and I am m 
certain that they will turn out excellent and efficient officers. They were 
quite up to the standard desired. What is most important of all is, the, 
can be trusted to carry out their duty with intelligence and bravery, whic! 
is so characteristic of our country people. For this must be borne in mind 
The young Jew is a serious being and he takes things seriously. If |! 
engages in the Army he will do what he has todo with all his heart, and 
with all his soul, and with all his might.’ Yes, I feel convinced that tho 
Jewish officers whom I have recommended will turn out good and faith! 
soldiers of the Crown.”’ 

It is said that you are of Jewish descent. 
with your pro-Jewish sympathies ? 

It so happened that my great-grandmother was a Jewess. 
I don't think that what one inherits from one’s great-grandmother accounts tor 
much in the way of one's particular prejudices or sympathies. My sympathie> 
with and interest in matters Jewish sprang from intercourse with Jews.’ 

‘I am afraid,’ said General Turner in reply to a question on the point, 
“that all Jewish political endeavour, whether Zionistic or Itoistic, must 
remain for the present in a state of suspended animation. It is my firm 
belief that the possibility of acquiring Palestine asa Jewish autonomous 
colony under the protection of the Allies will be much greater after the war 
than it is now, if the Jews will only care to go there in suffhciently large 
numbers. But of course the Ito has been established to secure a territory 
for the Jews anywhere, preferably under British dominion. This extends 
the region of possibility ever so much further. | 

“The whole Jewish problem, it seems to me, is bound up with the Jews 
in Russia. If Russia, as we all hope, gives the Jews, after the war, civic 
and political rights within its borders, then the whole raison d’étre of the 
Ito falls to the ground. . If there is no repression and persecution, there are 
no ‘ Pilgrim Fathers.’ For politicai freedom for the Russian Jews will also 
mean their economic freedom. Should the rights of domicile be abolishe.! 
and the Jews be allowed to live in and move freely within any part of the 
vast, uninhabited tracts of the Russian Empire, then the Jewish migration 
problem is solved. Politically contented people do not care to leave their 
homes. In fact, the freeing of the Russian Jews will remove the main 
planks from Zionism, which will remain afterwards for many a pious and 
religious aspiration. Each day sees’ the imaginary boundary lines of the 
various belligerent countries being inevitably drawn and finally fixed. Each 
day sees the interchange and shuffling of the ‘balance of power’ among the 
peoples in Europe. Each day there grows upon us the conviction of the 
inexorable doom that awaits the Germans, whose overthrow we shali surely 
hear crashing about our ears like the downfall of Walhalla in “ The Twilight 
of the Gods,’ May Israel also share in the coming glory that awaits us!’’

RUTH AND . PROSELYTISM. 
"Then Naomi said to her two daughters-in-law : Go, return. ye each one 
» the house of her mother, and God show you kindness as you have shown to 
dead and to me.”—Ruth I., 8. 


~~ 


Ancient custom prescribes the reading of the Book of Ruth on ‘the 
least of Revelation. Its, appropriateness to this occasion is twofold. Its 
cescription:- of the harvesting scene harmonises with the significance of 
Shevuos as an agricultural festival—as the day of offering the first ripe 
lruits. But closer still, and not a little remarkable, is the connection 
between the story of Ruth and the great historical event of Revelation 
which our festival commemorates. Not as their exclusive possession was 
the Law given to Israel at Sinai. Its blessings were meant to be widely 
dittused. It was revealed, say our Sages, in the open spaces of the desert, 
where all are free to come and go, so that its message might be imparted 
to anyone who desired to hear and receive it ('). We Jews, knowing ourselves 
to be in possession of the highest religious truth, have no desire to keep it 
sclfishly to ourselves. We look forward to a time when we shall share it 
equally with the rest of humanity. The whole of Hebrew prophecy tends 
in this direction; fixes its gaze upon a distant future when, as Moses in the 
days of old brought Israel to the foot of Sinai, Israel will bring mankind to 
the foot of God's throne: “And many nations shall be joined unto the Lord 
in that day, and they shall be my people, and I will dwell in thy midst.” 
“And it shall come to pass that from new moon to new moon and from 
Sabbath to Sabbath shall all flesh come to worship before Me, saith the 
Lord.” “ Then will I turn to the peoples a pure language, that they may 
all call upon the name of the Lord to serve him with one consent.” “ And 
it shall come to pass in the latter days that the mountain of the Lord's 
house shall be established in the top of the mountains and it shall be 
exalted above the hills, and people shall flow unto it. And many nations 
shall come, and say, come let us go up to the mountain of the Lord and to 
the house of the God of Jacob, and he will teach us of his ways, and we 
will walk in his paths, for the law shall go forth from Zion and the word of 
the Lord from Jerusalem.” “ And the earth shall be full of the knowledge 
of the Lord as the waters cover the sea.’ But 

THIS KNOWLEDGE IS TO MAKE ITS WAY 
gradually, naturally; it is not to be forced upon a world unprepared to 
receive it. If what we hold to be true be indeed the truth, it must ulti- 
mately penetrate the human mind by its inherent powers of conviction, 
The failure to recognise this fact has been responsible for untold evils. 
Tens of thousands of homes have been plunged into misery by the mis- 
guided zeal of religious fanatics. Theologians have preached religion at the 
point of the sword. They have employed the faggot and the rack, the 
dungeon and the fetter to force what they conceived to be the only saving 
_truth upon unwilling minds. These “ self-created dispensers of salvation” 
conceive that the safety of a man’s soul is dependent upon his subscribing 
to a particular set of dogmas. Thus the Koran teaches: “ He who receives 


On Jethro, 
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a religion other than Islam, God will not accept him, he belongs ia 
the future world to the lost” (Sura III., 24). -And to a similar 
efiect the Athanasian Creed: “ Whosoever will be saved before all things 
it is necessary that he hold the Catholick Faith. Which Faith. except 
everyone do keep whole and undefiled, without doubt he shall perish ever- 
lastingly.”” Such, however, is not, and never has been, the attitude of 
Judaism. We have never taught that salvation is restricted to members of 
the Jewish faith. We hold all mankind to be the children of one Heavenly 
lather, and equally entitled to His love and reward if they worship Him 
iccording to their lights. “ The upright among the Gentiles have their 
share also in the world to come,” teaches the Talmud. () Ina well-known 
passage in his ~ Jeru alem "' Mendelssohn voices the Jewish opinion of 
Religious Salvation, in striking contrast to the teaching of a theologian like 
St. Cyprian. The latter taught: “ He can no longer have God for a father 
who has not the.Church for a mother.” But.these are the words of the 
Jewish philosopher: “ Beloved brethren, you who wish well to mankind, be 
not deluded! In order to become acceptable to the Omnipresent 
shepherd, it is not requisite that the whole flock should pasture in one 
held, or that they should enter and quit the house of the Lord through 
one andthe same portal. Such is neither the wish of the shepherd, nor 
would it be at present to the advantage of the flock Holding these views, 
he synagogue not only refrained from forcibly imposing its faith upon those 
who did not belong to it, but through the greater part of its history it rather

motives other than those of sincere and strong conviction. 
such would-be converts as the Talmud (’) calls * Lion’ Proselytes, 
conversion originated in a dread of divine judgment .*); or “ Proselytes of 
the time of Esther,’ who conformed to Judaism outwardly in order to 
escape danger; or “ Proselytes of the king's table,’ a class of people who 
were induced to adopt Judaism by the hope of court favour and promotion; 
or Love Proselytes,”’ who embraced Judaism for the purpose of marriage. 
And the Talmud prescribes (’) that when a Gentile desires to adopt Judaism, 
he should be addressed as follows: “For what reason dost thou desire 
to embrace'our faith? Knowest thou not that Israel still suffers persecu- 
tion and oppression, scorn and ignominy in many a land?” If he answer, 
| know it full well, and yet 1 desire, however unworthy, to become one of 
their number,” then we must instruct him as to the multifarious precepts 
waich it will henceforth be incumbent upon him to fulhl. We must say to 
him: “If thou didst formerly eat food prohibited by our law, or didst work 
on the Sabbath, thou wast not guilty ‘of any trespass ; but it hencetorth thou 
wilt eat of such food, thou wilt incur the penalty of excision; shouldst thou 
profane the Sabbath, thou wilt bring upon thyself the penalty of death by 
stoning.” And then when, in spite of. all these warnings, he still solicits 
admittance to Judaism, “we must stretch forth our hands to receive him 
under the wings of the Lord’; and when all the necessary rites have been 
performed, we must welcome him with open arms as a brother-in-faith. He 
is then called “ a proselyte of righteousness " (P7¥ 93), in whose behalf we 
implore the Divine Mercyin our daily prayer ; to him the command of the Bible 
applies with the full force of its significance, “ ye shall love the stranger.” We 
are to beware of vexing him, or of upbraiding him with iis non-Jewish origin). 
In one of the most beautiful passages to be found in our Rabbinical 
writings we read: A king had a large flock of sheep and goats, which wen 

to pasture in the morning and returned in the evening. It happened that a 
stray stag joined the goats and continually followed them. When the king 
heard of this, he commended the stag to the especial care of the shepherds, 
| and reminded them day by day not to ill-use it, but to treat it tenderly. The 
shepherd said unto the king, “ Sire, thou hast many sheep, many goats and 
many lambs, and thou dost not give us any directions concerning them ,; 
wherefore hast thou made an exception in favour of the stag? and the hing 
replied: The sheep are accustomed to feed in the field all day, and to 
return to the fold in the evening, but stags love to roam in the wilderness ; 
they have not been used to suffer restraint. Should we not then be par- 
ticularly kind to this stag that has left the freedom of the desert and comes 
to join this peaceful herd ?"’ And for the same reason should we not evince 
particular tenderness to the proselyte who has left his kith and kin, who has 
separated himself from his nation, and taken upon himself the yoke of the 
kingdom of heaven from sincere religious conviction ? Of such a_ proselyte 
it is said: “‘thou shalt love him as thyself; I am the Lord thy God.”’ Such 
was the treatment that-in ancient times was accorded to

to the land of Judah, she firmly dissuades them. Three times she tells them 
to remain in Moab among their own people ().. Orpah consents and Is dis- 
missed. But when Ruth insists upon accompanying Naomi and identifying 
herself with her husband’s people, then and then only is she admitted into 
the communion of Israel. One acts in such matters, says the Midrash, on 
the principle of ** putting away with the left hand and bringing near with the 
right’). And having joined her husband's people, how great is the con- 
sideration shown to her! The spirit of gentleness breathes through every 
word of the reply which Boaz returns to the humble gleaner, who expresses 
astonishment at his kindness. “It hath been fully told me all that thou 
hast done to thy mother-in-law since the death of thine husband, and how 
thou hast left thy father and thy mother and the land of thy nativity, and 
hast come unto a people which thou didst not know heretofore. The Lord 
recompense thy work, and a full reward be given thee of the Lord God of 
Israel, under whose wings thou art come to trust.’’ How significant is the 
fact that a proselyte to Judaism is invested by the author of this beautiful 
idyll with such virtues that she is deemed worthy to become the ancestress 
of Israel's greatest king and to inscribe her natne on one of the books of 
2 Tosephta, Sanhedrin ch. xiii.

And if you do'so, then you are seizing hold of what we mean by the 
jewish faith. The school child who said that we keep our festival to-day because 
it was then that we Jews first received our religion was quite right in saying so, 
Our faith has ever been one long uninterrupted task of paying homage to the 
Bible. There are many questions which the thinking ones among us might put to 
themselves on a day such as the present one. he question is this: How comes it 
about that we still are and still remain Jews? Numerically we are a minority, 
politically and socially we are ofttimes put to disadvantages. The dominant creed 
in all the countries in Which our people live often tries to convert us over to 
itself. We are always hearing and reading how the faith of the Jew is something 
which may have been very good, useful, and praiseworthy in its time: but that 
time is long, long ago, and the beliefs which were preached and propagated then 
have long since been improved upon, eclipsed by the rise of another faith. And 
therefore we Jews and our religion are frequently described as survivals of an 
inferior condition of things, and it is felt to be a pity that we cannot see the 
unhappy plight in which we stand before God. We do not give ear to these 
voices. We stand as we were. We are satisfied with our own. We are not 
attracted away from the fold.

less prominent than its religious aspect —its association with the Sinaitic revela” 
tion. So much is this the case that the Festival is always styled in the Praver Book 
“the season of the giving of our law.” Although there is no mention of this inthe 
Bible—apart from the various calculations proving that the Festival of the Fiftieth 
Day coincided with the date of the Revelation (°)—Pentecost has been observed from 
early post-Biblical times as the “season of the law-giving,” and particularly as the 
anniversary of the promulgation at Sinai of the ten fundamental words of religion 
and morality. Maimonides connects the counting of the days between Passover 
and Pentecost with the same idea of the Sinaitic revelation. The aim and 
object. of the exodus from Egypt was the acceptance of the Divine 
Law; and just as one who expects an intimate friend on a_ certain 
day counts the days as they pass, so, says the author of “The Guide,” 
we count the days from the anniversary of the Exodus from Egypt till the 
anniversary of the Revelation on Mount Sinai, in order to raise the importance of 
the latter event(). The custom of decorating the synagogues with plants is 
doubtless connected with the original agricultural aspect of Pentecost. The floral 
decorations represent the choice products of nature. They symbolise, like the 
first fruits of the harvest, the choice first fruits of the foliage 
practice of decorating the synagogue with flowers- 
scattering green rushes on tlie floors of the synagogue—signifies Israel's gratitude 
to the God of nature. It is true that the Gaon of Wilna objected to the czstom 
of placing trees in the synagogue for Shevuoth on the plea that it was an imitation 
of a heathen custom but there is little justification, if any, for connecting the 
flowers of Shevuoth with, say, the Floralia of the Romans. In any case, as 
Maimonides rightly pointed out, the use we make of a religious rite is more 
important than its origin. The floral decorations of Shevuoth certainly suggest

VALUABLE-.LESSONS ON THE GRANDEUR OF NATURE. 


If there are “tongues in trees, books in the running brooks, and sermons in stones,” 
there is also a lesson in each flower. Moreover, the Rabbis have not been slow 
to connect the floral decorations of Shevuoth with the Sinaitic Revelation. The 
custom, they say, acts as a memecrial of the joy of the Law. The green plants 
placed around the ark: are reminiscent of the grass-clad slopes of Sinai, near 
which, at the Sinaitic manifestation the flocks and herds were forbidden to 
graze("). When the law was given, says the Midrash, the world became filled 
with perfume. Such a fragrance, the sweet savour

whose beautiful picture of pastoral life renders it so appropriate an idyl! for recital 
on the Feast of the Harvest, is associated by the Rabbis with the religious aspect 
of Shevuoth. Just as Ruth became a proselyte, Israel, too, became proselytes by 
accepting the Torah. Shevuoth, then, is principally the “season of the giving of 
the Law,” the birthday of Israel's religion, the anniversary of the great revelation 
of the Ten Commandments, the Biblical account of which events is read 


in our 
synagogues on the Festival. The Decalogue has always held a 


HIGH PLACE IN THE ESTEEM OF THE JEW, 


It formed, in Temple times, a special feature of the morning service ("'), and its 
words—the first two of each Commandment—are seen to this day on the walls of 
the synagogues, on the mantles covering the Sefer, on the breastplates used with 
the latter, and on the curtain before the Ark, as well as on the bindings of 
Prayer Books, etc. The Decalogue has been shown, by Saadiah Gaon, to include 
or imply the “613 precepts” of the Bible. Jewish philosophers—e.g., Bahya in 
his Choboth Halebaboth—have succeeded in finding parallels in the Decalogue in 
the Shema. Similar parallels have also been shown to occur in the 19th chapter 
of Leviticus. The Midrash (") also finds in the “ten ma'amaroth”—the “ten 
divine expressions with which the world was created "—parallels to the Decalogue. 
These facts, as well as the custom of giving its recital in our synagogues and homes 
a special intonation, clearly show the important place which the Decalogue has 
held in Judaism. These are surely times when, if ever, the peoples of the so-called 
civilised globe should think of the 3000 year old teachings of Judaism, and 
strive to engrave them not only on the walls of their places of worship, 
but on the conscience of mankind. It has been said that the Great War 
is a sure evidence that religion has failed. It would be more correct 
to say that it is an evidence that man has failed religion. The war has certainly 
done much to reveal some of the finest qualities of manhood and womanhood in 
all classes, and to summon the latent heroism and self-sacrificing discipline of 
thousands of those whose exterior seemed to belie the courage within them. But 
wars are, nevertheless, a huge tragedy and a deplorable calamity, and no efforts 
should be spared to prevent their occurrence. Wars of ambition and aggression, 
wars inspired by hate and lust of conquest are crimes which the religion of Israel 
denounces with no uncertain voice, however frequently the name of God may 
occur in the public utterances of the makers of such wars; but Judaism cannot 
but sanction a war of self-defence, a war to repel invasion and oppression, a war 
to suppress a despotism which bars the road of liberty and progress, particularly 
when engaged in only after the most anxious labours for peace. No violation of 
the third commandment could be greater than the profanity of presuming the 


PARTNERSHIP OF GOD IN ANY WAR 


on the side of the party of aggressive militarism. The Commandment “ Thou shalt 
not kill” is not violated in the prosecution of a war of defence—a war for freedom 
and honour, for righteousness and equity, but it certainly is violated by those who 
wantonly torpedo hospital ships and unarmed merchant vessels and by those who 
Massacre women and children. The horrors of war areterrible. But the brutality 
of war is a thousand times worse. If the third Commandment is violated by the 
mask of piety and the pretention of divine assistance on the part of those whose 
ruthless war-spirit we are summoned to destroy for the sake of the world’s peace, 
tis much more gravely violated by barbarous acts of vandalism, by the sacri- 
legious destruction of churches and cathedrals. In spite of the march of centuries 
of progress we still go to war; and war is not by any means less hideous now than 
it WAS ages ago. But there is a morality even in war, “ When the host goeth forth 
to War against thy enemies, then keep thee from every wicked thing,” proclaimed

Israel's law-giver, ("*) and the restrictions ia connection with military captureen joined 
in Deut. xxi., furnish some of Israel's praiseworthy attempts to soften the horrors 
of war and suppress brutality. The use of poison bombs and asphyxiating and 
deleterious gases—acts forbidden by the Hague Convention, to which the culprits 
were signatories—are an unpleasant contrast in these days. So, too, is the callous 
and inhuman treatment of unarmed civilians, to which the enemy has stooped. 
Lord Kitchener's message to his troops ("*) breathes the true spirit of the Deca!ogue 
even in war: “ Be invariably courteous, considerate,and kind. Never doanything 
likely to injure or destroy property, and always look upon looting as a disgraceful 
act. Keep constantly on your guard against any excesses. .... Resist 
temptations. .... Fear God.” Passover—the Festival of Emancipation—is 
described as the Festival of Hope, the season in which we look forward to a 
universal deliverance of mankind from the tyranny of wrong. But Pentecost—the 
Festival of the Decalogue—is too 

A FESTIVAL OF HOPE 
The Decalogue, the Rabbis tell us, was proclaimed in the “seventy languages,” and 
was given in the desert territory so that it should be understood by all. Nay,the 
moral ideas underlying it were already understood by mankind long before the 
Revelation on Sinai.(”) But the idea need putting into practice. Shevuoth bids 
us hope that we are marching onward to an age when, instead of Jewry merely stand- 
ing up during the recital of the decalogue in the Synagogue, the whole of mankind 
will stand up for its universal observance. Pentecost bids’ us hope for the day 
when the lesson of Israel's deliverance from Egypt—the rights of small nations— 
will be engraved on the conscience of mankind, and the principle of human freedom 
firmly established : when the idolatry of the worship of Might will be displaced by 
the worship of the true God, and “the War-devil. conquered by the God of 
Love,” when the blasphemy of irreverence will give place to true piety and holiness, 
when the principle of a properly observed weekly day of rest will go hand in hand 
with the hallowing of the days of work; when filial obedience and affection will 
pervade the homes of: the people, and so help to maintain social solidarity and 
further the well-being of society ; when mankind will no longer “ hurt or destroy,” 
and swords will be turned into ploughshares, life being regarded as one of the most 
sacred gifts of God; when tolerance will not be shown to vite and immorality; 
when fraud and deceit will give place to honesty and righteousness ; when man 
will shrink from calumny and slander and the many other sins of the tongue; 
when, in fine, the hearts of individuals and of nations will be purged of unworthy 
desires. Shevuoth brings us this message. It bids us hope. It bids the Jew work 
for the ideals of his faith. Nay, more, it bids mankind recognise and pursue the 
great moral truths Israel has ever proclaimed. May the next Shevuoth bring u 
nearer to a universal recognition of Israel's teachings. May the Decalogue become 
engraved on mankind's conscience. Let us hope that asaresult of this catastrophe, 
freedom and justice will be enjoyed by all races and faiths in every quarter of the 
globe, that there will be a firm establishment of true civilisation—based on the 
undying principles of the Divine Decalogue.

“From Mendelssohn to Herzl.” 


Mr. Elkan N. Adler, M.A., was the lecturer on Tuesday at Toynbee Hall in this 
series of University Extension Lectures. The Chief Rabbi, who introduced Mr. 
Adler, said how pleased he was to see the success that was attending the lectures. 

Mr. Adler’s subject was “ Jews in Literature, Science, and Art,” in. which he 
dealt—as he explained in his opening remarks—-with the Jews of the period in the 
three aspects suggested in Mr. Zangwill's playlet “Three Persons —as they’ are, 
as they think they are, and as others think they are. Jewish contributions to 
literature became more important alter the beginning of the 19th Century, though 
even then the only writer of first rank was Heinrich Heine. ‘The greatest of the 
Jewish poets of the period were our Yiddish poets. Mr. Adier reviewed their 
works, then those of Jewish novelists (the greatest of whom, he said, was unques- 
tionably Benjamin Disraeli), and of non-Jewish novelists on Jewish subjects Of 
these George Eliot, in “ Danie! Deronda,” wrote perhaps the most notable novel 
which had appeared about Jews. Mr. Adler reviewed the Drama written about or 
by Jews, including the Yiddish Drama. He gave his own opinions of Jewish 
contributions to art, and those of Mr. Harry R. Lewis oa Jewish musicians and 
Jewish influence on general music, and recounted the more important Jewish 
philosophers, mathematicians, physicists, medica! men, lawyers, historians and 
journalists. The Jewish Press, he said, was extensive and peculiar, and deserved 
many lectures to itself.

THE JEWISH TRANSPORT CORPS IN EGYPT, 
CAPT, TRUMPELDOR’S INTERESTING CAREER, 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ] 


I note in your Alexandria correspondent's interésting account of the formation 
of a Jewish corps in Egypt a reference to Capt. Trumpeldor as one of its officers. 
Some further details concerning him will, I think, be of interest to your readers. 

Joseph ben-Zev Trumpeldor, who is thirty-four years of age, is-the son of a 
veteran soldier of the time of Nicholas I. Born at Piatigorsk (Caucasus) he 
received his education in a locality in which there were scarcely any Jews. tie 
had already reached the age of twenty-five before he learnt a word of Hebrew and 
Yiddish. The Russo-Japanese War found him serving as a private at Port Arthur. 
During the first few months of the siege he distinguished himself on several occa- 
sions by his bravery, and he twice obtained the Order of St. George in silver. [0 
the course of a dangerous reconnaissance he was wounded in the left arm, which 
had to be amputated. On leaving the hospital he asked that his rifle shonld be 
returned to him and that he be sent back to the front, His request was granted, 
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and he went through the remainder of the siege rifle in hand. 
stages he was once again decorated with the Order of St George in two grades 
this time in gold. On returning from Japan he was received by the Tsar who 
personally promoted him to the rank of First-Lieutenant. Thus he was until the 
present war the only Jewish officer in the Russian Army. 

Trampeldor continued his studies. at the University of Petrograd, and in 1910 
he obtained the diploma of Licentiate in Law. He then want te Palestine. A 
thorough partisan ofthe system of co Operative colonisation, he became an ordinary 
labourer in the workmen's colony of Dagania, on the left bank of the Jordan. His 
comrades assert that he was one of the best of labourers. He made up for the loss 
of his left arm by extraordinary physica! strength and by great energy ‘nm his work. 

When Turkey entered upon war against the Allies he’ refused to accept 
Otcoman naturalisation and pteferred exile. He gave as his reason the proclama- 
tion of a holy war, whereby all other faiths but the Islamic were considered as 
inferior and Turkey had become the land of religious exclusivism Disembarking 
at Alexandria, he took part in the initiation of the movement which has led to the 
formation of a Jewish battalion, and which possibly may result in the formation of 
a much greater contingent. 


LIEUT. STERN AT THE FRONT, 
A VISIT TO NEUVE CHAPELLE 

‘Lieut. Leonard Stern, 13th London Regt., son of the Rev. J. F. Stern, has 
written to Mr. Denzil A. Myer from France, and in the course of his letter states 
“Last night I wasin Neuve Chapelle, of which not a house remains intact, and 
the smell of blood and the dead, etc., pervades all things. 1 went with Leonard 
Cohen’‘s son and fifty men, one of whom collapsed on the way, and another of 
whom, after twelve days in the trenches, was ill all the evening. . ot 
was my first taste of real business, and proportionately nasty. I feel sure 
that had I appeared one-fifth as funky as I felt, I should have been 
disgraced for ever. Plenty of stray bullets wandered about. Men tend 
to fire too high at night, and consequently bullets intended for the trenches 
whiz over the heads of folk behind them—six inches is quite as close as 
[ like them ; but I expect they seem closer than they are, although we had 
three casulties while digging a few nights ago. We expected a quiet night, 
as it was raining hard, but during our work—from 8 to 12—-the Germans put three 
shells into , and they seemed to be working our way. I don't think they 
knew we were there. Then the battalion in our trenches treated the enemy to one 
minute's ‘rapid ' with a machine gun, with the result that we got the German reply 
over our heads, and as the bounders fling star shells about all night it somewhat 
illuminated us when under fire, and. we had to flop on our bellies for a minute or 
soO—no casualties, thank.-Heaven. Icould'nt help imagining how hard a bullet is 
when stopped by the human head, and was glad when we got the 
men and ourselves out of reach of ‘strays’ at about ten o'clock. ~ The 
Germans seem at the moment to be engaged in dropping coal-boxes into the 
place where we are to sleep to-night. Harry Harris seems fit, but a little worn 
He and his draft had a most trying experience. * They arrived to find the enemy 
shelling the road they wanted to use, and had fo retire. Their packs—containing 
all their worldly goods—were placed in a little shrine; but the Germans must 
have been waiching, for they put a ‘Jack Johnson’ into it and blew all the poor 
fellows’ property into bits I was sorry to hear that Tom Montefiore is wounded.”

OFFICERS AND LADS S§RVING WITH THE FORCES. 
The annual meeting of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade was held on Sunday at 27, 


Kensington Court, the residence of the Chief Paymaster, the Hon. Getweb 


Montagu. Col. Sir Frederic Nathan, the commandant, was in the Chair. 
In common with other organisations the Brigade had suffered severely from 


the effects of the war, and the task of carrying on the work during the latter half 
of the past vear, said Col. Nathan, had been one of great difficulty. The Brigade, 
which relied for the maintenance of -its work entirely upon its officers, had 
suffered because these had been among the first to answer the call of national 
duty, with the result that the work had devolved upon those few officers who were 
either outside the limits of age for military service, or were prevented by circum 
stances from joining the forces. Of the total of about sixty-five officers actively 
engaged in Brigade work at the outbreak of the war, 70 per cent. had joined the 
Forces, and in addition to these sixteen officers on the unattached list had under- 
taken naval or military service. Most of the senior lads had also joined the 
colours. The instruction in military subjects which the Brigade imparted to its 
members had borne good fruit in the present crisis for in almost every case 
brought to the notice of headquarters, lads who had been non-commissioned 
officers in the Brigade had been promoted to non-commissioned rank 
in the army either immediately upon enlistment or very soon after, 
and in several cases had rapidly risen to the rank of sergeant. As far as was 
possible in the circumstances the work of the Brigade had been carried on, and he 
felt constrained to make a reference to the great assistance their organisation had 
received from Mr. E. M. Joseph who had done not a little to “keep things going.” 
Altogether it was a matter of much satisfaction to the Council that the efforts of 
those who were left to carry on the work had not alone made it unnecessary to 
disband a single company, but had made it possible to establish new centres of 
activity in certain districts. 


THE FINANCIAL POSITION, 


faving moved the adoption of the report, Sir FREDERIC NATHAN referred to 
the financial position of the Brigade. He regretted to have to say that their 
organisation lacked the necessary financial support from the community generally. 
Half of the amount obtained as the result of the appeal for funds last year had 
already been expended.

Of course, no-one will believe that those 
have done so much for the refugees have failed to make adequate provision | 
the medical treatment of those among them who need it.

tehudah Berlin and R, Chayim Solovachek. The latter took a creat interest in his 
En ‘lish pupil and did his utmost tO Sp ed his studies so t! if rtiv h hecal ker ae 
as the “Londoner Masmid.”. When this seat of learning was closed by the Russian 
Government, Rabbi Kyanski was sent to Kovno and highly recommended by R. N. Z. 
Berlin, or to R. Yitzchak Elchanan. who placed him under the thediate 
guidance of the principal Rabbis of the Kolel. After stayi r two years at Kovno 
kabbi Kyanski was expelled by the Russian police authorities from Russian territ ry,

PRESENTATION TO THE REV. A. H.. EISENBERG. 

On Sunday, at the premises of the Kilburn, Brondesbury, and H impstead Talmud 
Torah Classes, Plympton House, Willesden Lane, a presentation of his portrait was made 
to the Rev. A. H. Eisenberg in appreciation of his services to the Classes since their 


establishment, 


Letters in appreciation of Mr. Fisenberg's efforts were read from the Rev. A. A. Green. 
Dayan H. M. Lazarus, and Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches. 
| Mr, JOSErH PRAG, J.P., President of the Classes, said that they wanted Mr. 
Lisenberg to see the value they placed upon his services, to see, for many years, the 
representation of himself adorning the walls of the institution which he had done so much 
to establish, and did so much to maintain. They were proud of the Talmud Torah, 
because ofits services ina locality which otherwise would be seriously neglected, and because 
t upheld the highest ideal of Jews, the imparting of a knowledge of the Hebrew language 
ind literature and the principles of the Jewish faith. This was especially necessary in a 
locality separated from the Jewish atmosphere, and, therefore, when they had a man like 
Mr. Eisenberg, who devoted himself bodv and soul to the upkeep of classes like those, 
they would be churls if they did not piace on record their appre ciation ot the work he did. 
Hie had devoted a well-earned leisure, which many pe ople would have given up to other 
matters, to-traiping and moulding the young idea in Israel. Everybody in the institution 
lovedthim. And he loved the children. He had trained them to conduct a service whic! 


would reflect credit on any place of worship. The loss he had sustained in the death of his 
wife might, have seriously affected the Activities of another man, but Mr. Eisenberg had 
continued his work, and even, if 1t were possible, devoted himself to it more thoroughly They 
hoped he would be spared for many more years to look upon the portrait they were to unveil. 

Mr. 5. J. KEMPNER, Chairman of the institution, said Mr, Eisenberg was looked upon 
as the father of the classes. 

Che Rev. W. STOLOFF recalled that the movement to establish the classes had not 
met with general approval in the neighbourhood, the standard of teaching of a Talmud 
Torah being thought inadvisable by some. But in spite of opposition they had had 
enthusiastic workers who had carried it to a success, and among them none had done 
more than Mr. Eisenberg. Mr. Stoloff testified to the excellence of the teaching given 
at the classes and to the efficiency of the pupils. irs 

Mr. A. TESSEL, the Headmaster, added in a Hebrew address his tribute to the love 
and devotion Mr. Eisenberg had displayed in his activities at the classes. 

Mr. Prag having unveiled the portrait, which isa painting in oils by Mr. Isaac Snowman 

The Rev. A. H, EISENBERG expressed his-appreciation of the honour confe 
him by the presentation. It would have been a greater event for him had his wif 
with him to share the honour, for much of the success he might have accomplished 
due to her untiring devotion and her constant seconding of his efforts to raise the Talmud 
Torah to the standard it had reached. Whatever he had done was only what he had felt 
it his duty to do, and with the Almighty's help he would continue to strive for the classes 
as long as he could. He wished to testify to the assistance he had received from the 
Kev. W. Stoloff, from the President, the Chairman and Committee, from the teachers, 
and from Mr. Israel! Davis, who had raised the classes above financial worries. 

Dr. H. B. EISENBERG (son of the recipient of the presentation), eulogised the work 
of the Talmud Torah and referred to his father’s love of the institution. 

The annual report of the classes states in part: In October last, the classes entered 
into occupation of their new premises at Plympton House, Willesden Lane. The 
premises are eminently suited for the purposes of the classes and have already produced 
a marked improvement in several respects. Not alone have they been the means of 
securing a considerable accession of new pupils, but they have also conduced to improv- 
ing the discipline of the children and increasing their keenness for their lessons. The 
superior accommodation has enabled the number of classes to be increased, and when 
the whole house is at the disposal of the classes it will be possible to extend the work of 
the Talmud Torah still further. At present, however, the number of rooms available is 
somewhat restricted asa large portion of the house is occupied by Belgian refugees. 
Ihe number of pupils on the register at the close of the year was ninety five, as compared 
with sixty, at the corresponding date last year, There are now three ordinary classes 
meeting five times a week, and a special class for advanced pupils under the direction of 
the headmaster. Thanks to the conscientious work of the teaching staff a highly 
satisfactory standard of efficiency has been reached. At the request of the Committee, 
Dayan Hillman visited the classes in October last and after a careful examination 
reported very satisfactorily. The Committee record their grateful thanks for the very 
ereat assistance which Mr, Israel Davis has rendered to the classes, but for which the 
Talmud Torah—if it had survived at all—would have been in a far different position from 
what it is at the present time.
